A 
man whose race meets the federal 
regulations may be fired because 
his religion does not. 

In all this, his anion is power- 
less to protect him. If the union 
cannot supply craftmen of the 
designated race and religion, then 
the government could require the 
employers to hire non-union men. 
If necessary, unskilled labor must 
be hired and trained, while sur- 
plus, experienced craftmen but of 
the wrong race or religion remain 
idle. 

The union itself could be in- 
vestigated to see whether its mem- 
bership practices; meet federal 
requirements. Its history and re- 
cords could be examined, and its 
officers questioned. If the union 
doesn't measure up, then it -could 
lose -its cetification from the 
National. Labor Relations Board. 

None of this control squares 
with the announced purpose of 
the bill, that is, to protect the 
rights of all citizens. But the pro- 
visions of the bill plainly set up 
such powers. Legal analysfs are 
not surprised that this is the case, 
for the government is trying to 
regulate hiring and firing for
